Germans Back Upon 
Bridgeless Seine

I columns struck 
powerfully 
down the Seine today and 
three 
other Allied 
armies 
wheeled 
inland 
from 
the 
west in a gigantic new pinc­ 
ers to trap battered, disor­ 
ganized Germans fleeing to 
the bridgeless river. 
Suprem e headquarters, disclos­ 
ing the fresh cut-off operation, de­ 
clared 1,200 enemy tanks had been 
destroyed or damaged since D -day 
—arm ored strength equivalent to 
61/2 Nazi panzer divisions — and 
field estimates said more than 
300,000 Germ ans had been put out 
of action in western France since 
June 6. 
The Argentan-Falaise pocket is 
yielding at least 100,000 Germans 
captured, killed and wounded, ac­ 
cording to best av'^ailable informa­ 
tion. 
The American Third army 
in 21 days of vast, speedy flanking 
operations 
accounted 
for 
more 
than 100,000 more. As many more 
were eliminated earlier in Nor­ 
mandy.

pounded northw estw ard along the 
looping Seine from its bridgehead 
at 
M antes-Gassicourt 
25 
miles 
from Paris, bringing in the eastern 
arm of the pincers upon G erm an 
Seventh arm y rem nants stumbling 
back to the Seine and seeking to 
escape by ferries, small boats ^nd 
even swimming. 
New Gain 
Canadian, British and Am erican 
armies striking eastw ard in this 
enveloping push gained up to 10 
miles. 
Heavy fighting was reported in 
the Paris area. 
U. S. forces m et 
heavy resistance at Etampes, 27 
miles south of Paris. 
(Berlin announced evacuation of 
both Etampes and Malesherbes, 36 
miles below Paris, and 14 south­ 
west of the American bridgehead 
across the Seine at Fontainebleau. 
The G erm ans said probing thrusts 
in the Orleans area southwest of 
Paris were checked.) 
Orleans was under shellfire and 
there was fighting at Rambouillet, 
22 miles southwest of Paris.

tanks behind their lines, and 500 
dam aged ones. 
Others rem ain to 
be tallied. 
As the new pincers began clam ­ 
ping shut, a British staff officer 
asserted “the back of the German 
army is broken.” 
Front dispatches declared the 
enemy 
was 
so disorganized he 
had been unable to make any co­ 
ordinated stand or launch strong 
counter-thrusts.

from the bridgehead at Mantes

The Canadian First A rm y ad­ 
vanced four to 10 miles on a 
broad front between the sea and 
Argentan, Belgian units took Ca­ 
bourg on the Dives estuary, 16 
miles across w ater from Le Harve.

'T'HE strange interlude between 
two wars, which might ironi­ 
cally be called the tragedy of 
p eace, was to find Eisenhower 
p rep aring for “Der Tag” when 
Germany would strike again. 
Six days after the Armistice 
ending World War I, signed in 
Marshal Foch’s railroad coach in 
the Forest of Comp iegne, Eisen­ 
hower 
w’as 
commanding 
Tank 
Corp s troop s at Camp Dix, New 
Jersey, from Nov . 18 to Dec. 22, 
1918, 
wdth 
the 
57th 
Infantry. 
Then he w'ent to Fort Benning, 
Georgia, until March 
15, 
1919, 
w’hen he was ordered to Fort 
Meade, Maryland, to serv e as ex­ 
ecutiv e officer and command v ari­ 
ous tank battalions for the next 
three years. 
He was in Mar>dand when the 
p eace treaty was signed at Ver­ 
sailles between the Allied p owers 
and Germany on Ju ne 28, 1919. 
with President Woodrow Wilson 
as the head of the American dele­ 
gation. 
Ike carefully scrutinized 
ev ery p rov ision in this treaty. 
It 
embodied for the first time in 
history a p lan for adjudicating dis- 


He heard these p olitical disp utes 
from both sides; as a military man i Mussolini, 
he could not engage in them. But 
his later utterances, while com­ 
manding Allied forces, demon­ 
strate that he is a firm believ er in 
world co-op eration to p rotect the 
p eace—in some form of unity and 
organization between nations to 
stop w ar at its incep tion. 
While at Camp Meade, Lieuten­ 
ant-Colonel Eisenhower’s temp o­ 
rary w ar rank rev ’erted to his p er­ 
manent rank as cap tain on Ju ne 
30, 1920, but he was p romoted two 
days later to major, the designa­ 
tion that he was to bear for the 
next sixteen years. While at Camp 
Meade he lost his son, little three- 
year-old Doud Dwight Eisenhow­ 
er, who died on Jan. 2, 1921. 
We find him sailing for the P an­ 
ama Canal Zone on Jan. 8, 1922,
